A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J., was held on the above date, in 
the Council Chamber, City Hall, New- 
ark, at 11 A. M. 


Present:—Commissioners Archibald, 
Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, Mayor 
Gillen. 


The minutes of November 24th, 
1920, were read and approved. 


Mayor Gillen:—Is there any citizen 
desiring to be heard on any matter? 


Mr. W. B. Gwinnell, representing 
the Chamber of Commerce:—As the 
Commissioners will recall, there was a 
motion passed by your Board some 
time ago inviting the Chamber of 
Commerce to submit a list of appli- 
cants for the position of supervisor of 
purchases, standards and tests, and 
that the list should consist exclusively 
of residents of the City of Newark. 
The committee appointed by the 
Chamber of Commerce endeavored to 
give publicity to the matter through a 


N 


statement published in a bulletin and 
sent to 2,400 members and also by ad- 
vertisement in four local newspapers. 
A number of applications were- re- 
ceived and the committee is prepared 
to recommend three of these appli- 
cants for your consideration. Further- 
more, the committee in their study of 
this subject feel there should be cer- 
tain changes in this ordinance if a man 
of proven ability and experience is to 
be secured. 


Mr. Gwinnell then presented the fol- 
lowing report of the committee: 


Chamber of Commerce 
of the 
City of Newark, New Jersey. 


December 2nd, 1920. 


To the Board of Commissioners. 
Gentlemen: 


In pursuance of the motion adopted 
by your Board October i4th, which 
read that tbe Chamber of Commerce 
should be invited to submit a list of 
men considered competent to act as 
Purchasing Agent of the City of New- 
ark, that the list consist exclusively 
of residents of Newark, and that the 


matter of salary be left an open ques- 
tion, a committee was appointed by 
the Chamber of Commerce, which sub- 
mits to you the following as their re- 
port: 


The committee has endeavored to 
give as wide publicity as possible to its 
appeal for applicants through a state- 
ment published in a bulletin sent to 
the twenty-four hundred members of 
the Chamber of Commerce, and also 
through advertisement in the local 
newspapers. A number of applications 
have been received, to which careful 
consideration has been given. Of the 
applicants the committee recommends 
three as in its judgment qualified by 
capacity and experience for the posi- 
tion of Supervisor of Bureau of Pur- 
chases, Standards and Tests, to use the 
title given in the ordinance. 

One fundamental 
which, it is plain, must be met if a 


requirement, 


man of proper caliber is to be ob- 
tained for this position, is a secure 
tenure of office. The State Civil Ser- 
vice Commission was consulted, and it 
was found their records showed that 
by ruling adopted September 3rd, 1918, 
this special position was placed in ex- 
empt class of civil service. While this 


is so, there is a question as to exact 
tenure of office due to the wording of 
the ordinance, which reads, “to hold 
offite during the term of the Board so 
appointing him.” With reference to 
this the committee have consulted with 
your City Counsel, and, acting upon 
the suggestion made by him, would 
ask your consideration to changes in 
that section of the ordinance providing 
for the appointment of the supervisor, 
which would place this new official on 
the same basis as to tenure of office as 
other highly responsible city officials. 


So far as concerns salary, the com- 
mittee, as a result of 1ts investigation, 
considered that the amount named as 
maximum compensation when the or- 
dinance was passed, nearly three years 
ago, namely $5,000, is too low, and 
would present to your consideration 
the advisability of a change in the or- 
dinance, making the maximum salary 
$6,000, 


Appended to this report are the 
names of the applicants recommended, 
with copies of their letters showing 
qualifications and references. 


The committee much appreciates the’ 
action of your Board in the acceptance 
of the proposal as made by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and sincerely trusts 
our action will prove of service to you.

tion held November 2, 1920, for the 
establishng of a municipal electric 
light, heat and power plant. The prop-

Whereas, In the year 1881 only one 
municipal electric plant existed in the 
United States, and that has grown to 
the large proportions of 1,580 in 1916.

Dr. Hanrahan:—Mr. Mayor and gen- 
tlemen, this resolution speaks for 
itself. Citizens often are prone to con- 
demn the governing body of a city 
when they think they do wrong, but 
many of us think the Commissioners 
were entirely right in this matter. 
You Commissioners should be highly 
commended for the stand you have 
taken and many citizens and taxpay- 
ers wish you to use every rerource at 
your command to put this project into 
operation. 


Mr. Oswald R. Routh, 73 Leshe 
Street, presented the following reso- 
lution: 


We, the Federation of Improvement 
Associations wish to enter our protest 
against the action of the City Com- 
missioners in the resolution adopted 
by them November 24, 1920, for the 
issuance of bonds to the extent of One 
Million, Two Hundred Fifty Thousand 
Dollars ($1,250,000) for the deepening 
of the Channel of Newark Bay from 
the Central Railroad bridge at the 
Kill von Kull to the Port Newark 
Terminal for the following reasons: 


1. That the deepening of said chan- 
nel at the present time, is and will be 
for the exclusive benefit of the Sub- 
marine Boat Corporation. 


2. That it is unfair to the citizens 
of Newark to place additional tax 
burdens on them for the benefit of a 
private corporation. 


3. The Submarine Boat Corporation 
holds a lease from the City of New- 
ark, upon the land they occupy, be- 
longing to the City of Newark, for 
which they pay to the City of Newark, 
running over a period of ten years, an 
average rental of Fifty Thousand Dol- 
lars ($50,000) per year, and which 
costs the City of Newark for interest 
and sinking fund, upon the bonds is- 
sued for the development, One Hun- 
dred Eighty Thousand Dollars ($180,- 
000) per year. 


4, The Submarine Boat Corporation 
also possesses an option to purchase 
the lands they occupy for Twelve 
Thousand Dollars ($12,000) per acre, 
and a further clause in said option, 
that the City Commissioners will ob- 
tain from the Legislature an enabling 


act, permitting them to sell said lands 
and water frontage to the Submarine 
Boat Corporation. 

5. The City Commissioners did not 
possess the power to enter into said 
option, agreeing to sell the water front 
lands, for the Act of the Legislature 
granting power to the city, to issue 
bonds for said development, expressly 
and specifically stated that the land 
within Two Hundred feet of the bulk- 
head line could never be sold and must 
always remain the property of the 
City. 


6. The lease to the Submarine Boat 
Corporation specifically stated that 
the land was to be used for ship build- 
ing purposes and any diversion from 
that purpose to other channels or 
business must have the sanction of the 
City Commissioners on application 
made in writing. 


7. The Submarine Boat Corporation 
have departed from their original pro- 
gram to use the lands for ship build- 
ing purposes, and have established a 
shipping corporation known as the 
Trans Marine Company, for the pur- 
pose of using the land for the berthing 


of vessels for export and import trade.’ 


8. The Federation of Improvement 
Associations are not opposed to the 
Submarine Boat Company’s occupation 
and use of the land for the original 
purpose set forth in the original lease 
to the Emergency Fleet Corporation 
of the United States Government. 
Now, therefore, be it 


Resolved, That this Federation of 
Improvement Associations call upon 
the Submarine Boat Corporation to 
surrender the present lease that they 
hold from the City of Newark, upon 
the land which they occupy for ship 
building purposes and enter into a new 


lease with the City of Newark, that 
will be equitable to the City of Newark 
and the Submarine Boat Corporation. 


That they, the Submarine Boat Cor- 
poration, surrender the option to pur- 
chase said lands and guarantee to 
make no effort through Legislative or 
other methods to obtain undisputed 
control in fee simple of said lands. 


That the counsel of this Federation 
be instructed to consult with the City 
Commission and the Submarine Boat 
Corporation in a peaceable and orderly 
manner to obtain the results above 
specified; and be it further 


Resolved, That in case failure should 
attend the efforts of counsel of the 
Federation, as above specified; that 
the counsel of this Federation be in- 
structed to at once begin legal pro- 
ceedings to annul the lease and option 
that the Submarine Boat Corporation 
holds from the City of Newark. 

Oswald R. Routh. 


Mr. Routh:—Mr. Mayor and gentle- 
men, that watter in reference to the 
water front in Newark is a matter that 
you should give your earnest and deep 
consideration. It is something that 
has in it the future welfare of the 
City. If you will take into considera- 
tion the fact that the dockage of the 
City of New York, owned by New 
York, pays all the way from $250,000 
to $360,000 for the use of a single 
dock, and with three docks placed on 
the land the Submarine now occupies, 
the rental should be at least $1,800,- 
000-a year. The other lands if devel- 
oped will bring in revenues to the City 
of Newark of at least $3,600,000 a 
year. Now, it is bad business policy, 
and I think a very foolish policy, to 
permit any organization to obtain con- 
trol of that land through the transfer 
of a lease from a governmental or- 
ganization to occupy that land for 


practically nothing We are paying 
$180,000 interest on bonds for the land 
developed and we are receiving $50,- 
000, which amounts to a loss of $130,- 
000, or $1,300,000 at the expiration. of 
ten years. If the Submarine wishes 
to stay there, if they wish to play the 
game fair, they will at least consider 
the fair-minded proposition offered in 
that resolution, that they consult with 
you gentlemen and come to an amica- 
ble arrangement whereby they will 
pay an equitable rental for land they 
occupy which will be fair to them and 
fair to the City of Newark. 


Commissioner Archibald moved that 
the resolution be referred to Commis- 
sioner Raymond. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the following 
votes: 


Yeas: — Commissioners Archibald, 
Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, Mayor 
Gillen. 


Mr. Raymond Lemassena, 810 Broad 
Street, appeared before the Board and 
urged the Board to consider his offer 
to turn over to the City of Newark 
the charter of the New York and New 
Jersey Ship Canal Company for $500,- 
000, stating that the stock of this com- 
pany consists of their rights under the 
charter granted them by the State of 
New Jersey permitting them to cut a 
channel 300 feet wide across Bergen 
Neck into New York Bay through 
what is now waste lands, and that the 
proposed ship canal through Bayonne 
under this charter would be a much 
cheaper and practicable project than 
would the deepening of the Newark 
Bay, as at present contemplated. 


Commissioner Raymond: I would 
suggest, 1f you want my engineers to 
take this up, you better supply us with 
data as to cost and other data as to 
what you have; what stock goes with 
your offer and full data, not general 
statements. I do not think I am justi- 
fied on mere general statements to 
put my engineers to work on this, un- 
less you furnish us with full details 
as to what you have to give us. I 
would be very glad to do-so if you will 
furnish this data with map of topog- 
raphy of that peninsula and what we 
have to go through. 


Mr. Noah Geiger, 101 Wickliffe 
Street, representing the Federated Im- 
provement Associations, appeared be- 
fore the Board and requested the es- 
tablishment of public comfort stations 
throughout the city and urged that 
immediate action be taken to provide 
these comfort stations as soon as pos- 
sible. 


Commissioners Raymond and Mona- 
han stated they have this matter un- 
der consideration and expect to have a 
definite plan for the establishment of 
comfort stations within a month.

NEWARK OMNIBUS CO. INC., |

Mr. Seymour:—There are 420 auto 
buses operating today in Newark, and 
the Newark Omnibus Co., Ine., is com- 
posed of the owners of these buses. 
Each line has what we call a line or- 


ganization and all men on that par- 
ticular line are members of that or- 
ganization, and they elect their own 
officers. The Newark Omnibus Co. is 
composed of the fourteen presidents 
of the fourteen lines in the City of 
Newark, and they have arrived at the 
conclusion there shall not be any 
stockholders and no persons interested 
except the owners of the buses. 


There will be no outside capital of 
any kind, no stock selling, bond selling, 
no mortgages of any kind. We have 
today in the City of Newark the best 
bus service in the country. We would 
like it understood we are not fighting 
the Public Service Railway or the Pub- 
lic Service Corporation. We who are 
familiar with the Public Service esuip- 
ment, know they could not carry the 
people if they had to. Our contention 
is that people of Newark deserve and 
need both the Public Service Railway 
and the auto buses, and we are com- 
ing to you and we want you to have 
this ordinance put into effect in order 
that we might be placed in a position 


to have centralized purchasing power 


and organize a unit service for the ac- 
commodation of the publie. It has 
been stated that buses should be reg- 
ulated. With all due respect to the 
department having control of the jit- 
neys, I want to say that if the Public 
Service had had half as much regula- 
tion as the jitneys have had under city 
supervision, I doubt much if they 
could operate. We have had more reg- 
ulation under city control than any 
public utility in the State. On the 
other hand, this regulation has been 
very helpful to the jitney and without 
that regulation I doubt if there would 
have been any bus service today. Our 
object is to afford the people an op- 
portunity to be able to get to and from 
business and their homes at a low 
rate of fare. When the ordinance is 
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drafted, the rate of fare to be sug- 
gested will be 5c. We find in the oper- 
ation of buses we can operate at 5e 
and make a profit, and we find that 
is possible only because we are not 
suffering from overhead. 


There are no great number of offi- 
cers paid for non-productive labor, 
and for that reason we are able to 
carry people for this fare. During the 
war we were operating at a loss, but 
we took that loss, knowing that when 
the reconstruction period came we 
would be able to make a profit on a 5e 
fare. 


Commissioner Raymond: Mr. Sey- 
mour, will you prepare the ordinance? 


Mr. Seymour:—Yes, sir; if you want 
me to. 


Commissioner Raymond:—It is cus- 
tomary for the applicants for a fran- 
chise to submit the draft of an ordi- 
nance, and after we look it over we 
can suggest to you what we think 
should be changed.

Dr. William G. Hanrahan, 36-A Ful- 
ton Street, appeared before the Board 
and presented the following report of 
the committee appointed by the Mayor 
to attend the National Housing Con- 
ference at Eridgeport, Conn.: 


To the Honorable Commissioners of 
the City of Newark, N. J.: 


The committee selected to represent 
the City of Newark, N. J., at the Na- 
tional Housing Conference held at 
Bridgeport, Conn., December 9, 19, 
11, 1920, have the following to report: 


It is not our purpose to take the 
time of the Commissioners to submit 
a report in detail, as we feel it would 
simply be a review of what has been 
before the country for the past sev- 
eral years. 


A great deal of theory and mighty 
few houses. 


There were present representatives 
of some of the foremost financial 1m- 
stitutions of the country, notably Mr. 
Walter Stabler, Comptroller of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company 
of New York, whose company has 
made available $50,000,000 for housing 
in 40 different cities and who have 
now $20,000,000 more for the same 
purpose. 


Mr. Stabler favors a bill that will 
encourage investments in mortgages 
by eliminating the Federal tax on 
mortgages for a term of years. 


Mr. Charles O’Connor Hennessy of 
New Jersey made a fine address on 
the proposed Federal Building-Loan 
Bank System. 


There was much discussion as to the 
effect of the new laws of New York 
relative to landlord and tenant in 
holding back moneys for home con- 
struction. 


During the first morning session Dr. 
William G. Hanrahan addressed the 
convention on the necessity of imme- 
diate action in dwelling construction 
and relief from taxation on mortgages 
for home construction. 


He notified the conference he would 
offer a resolution along these lines the 
following morning and moved that a 
committee of six be appointed to draw 
up the resolution, the motion being 
carried. 


It was at this point the secretary 
of the National Housing Association 
of 105 East 22nd Street, New York, 
notified the conference that any reso- 
lutions offered at the conference must 
go to the Board of Directors of the As- 
sociation for their acceptance or re- 
jection, as they thought best. 


The committee on resolutions were 
then obliged to frame their resolutions 
accordingly, as follows: 


Whereas, Throughout our country 
there is a great shortage of dwellings 
that is affecting the morals and health 
of our peoples as well as retarding our 
natural growth and entailing hard- 
ships upon our men, women and chil- 
dren; therefore, be it 


Resolved, We, delegates in confer- 
ence of the National Housing Associa- 
tion of North America assembled at 
Bridgeport, Conn., respectfully request 
the Board of Directors to petition Con- 
gress by resolution along above-named 
lines, that it is the sense of this as- 
semblage that there should be exemp- 
tion from taxation on income derived 
from mortgaged loans on real prop- 
erty, to stimulate building.

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The resolution presented by Wiliam 
G. Hanrahan and his associates was 
discussed to some extent, but was 
adopted with only four dissenting 
votes. 


Messrs. W. J. Morgan addressed the 
conference showing the urgent neces- 
sity of fewer words and more action. 
He very ably presented the deplorable 
side of the situation of the shortage of 
homes by reason of daily coming in 
contact with the people who are suf- 
fering. 


Dr. Noah Geiger called attention to 
the vast sums being invested in thea- 
tres, garages and non-essential build- 
ings, while humanity was being 
housed, if housed at all, in a congested 
manner that is in total disregard of 
health laws. 


At 1:30 P. M., December 10th, those 
who purchased tickets for the occasion 


made an automobile trip through 
Bridgeport, giving its attention par- 
ticularly to the new construction 
brought about by the war. 


We found upwards of 2,000 homes 
had been built, most of them of brick. 


About one-third of them were built 
by the Bridgeport Housing Co., under 
the management of W. H. Ham, and 
two-thirds by the United States Hous- 
ing Commission. All of these homes 
and apartments were built with a view 
to the comforts of the occupants. 


Some of the groups have their heat 
furnished from a central heating 
plant. Ample playgrounds are pro- 
vided for the children. 


The rentals are moderate as com- 
pared with our own city. 


We found homes and apartments of 
4 and 5 rooms with bath renting from 
$22.50 to $25.00 per month, including 
heat. The rent of some of these homes 
were higher than these figures, but 
mueh less than similar quarters could 
be procured in this vicinity. 


Our opinion is that Bridgeport is 
better provided with homes than any 
other city in the country, and while 
the general government did the great- 
er amount of building, it must not be 
lost sight of that the large manufac- 
turing interests with the City of 
Bridgeport did the first of the develop- 
ment work. 


As to the benefits derived from the 
conference we conclude. 


The eighth National Conference on 
Housing in America do not impress us 


as a constructive body They appear 
theoretical. We did not learn where 
they had built homes. 


As soon as this idea was impressed 
upon the committee from this city, the 
Newark representatives busied them- 
selves in mingling with the many dele- 
gates present and got individual ideas 
which we think can be worked out to 
good advantage to our home city. 


So far as working in unison at the 
conference, it amounted to nothing, as 
all we would do would under the rules 
be submitted to the Board of Direc- 
tors. 


The secretary was asked when the 
Board would meet, and he replied he 
did not know. It might be three 
months or it. might be a year. 


We do not think their methods will 
produce the needs of the hour. The 
committee, however, do not feel the 
trip was fruitless. 


The ideas gathered from the other 
delegates, together with the view we 
had of the new construction in Bridge- 
port, shall be worked out in concrete 
form and presented in the near future 
with the hope we will meet as respon- 
sive people in Newark as Bridgeport 
met when the necessity arose. 


The demand for homes are greater 


today. than for any period in the past 
ten years. | 


Much to the surprise of the dele- 
gates from all parts of the country, 
there was displayed many large pos- 
ters in the assembly hall advertising 
the London, England, 6% housing 
bonds. Also an illustrated lecture by 
the secretary of the National Housing 
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Association on housmg conditions in 
England and the superiority of the 
construction there over that in the 
United States. This proposition of. 
bonds was placed before the conven- 
tion the last day, and half of the meet- 
ing and the impression of the majority 
of delegates was that this was the 
principal reason of the convention.

Dr. Hanrahan:—There was very 
little constructive work done, but Mr. 
Walter Stabler, Comptroller of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, 
brought up a question which in the 
minds of the Newark delegates was 
very important—that of exempting 
from Federal taxation money invested 
in mortgaged lands, in order to stim- 
ulate activity and put more money in 
that capacity. We found the conven- 
tion somewhat of a closed corporation. 
Some of the local newspapers failed to 
give Newark delegates credit for the 
only real constructive thing that was 
done. We represented the city with 
respect, pride and dignity. One thing 
that struck our delegates very forci- 
bly was that we felt this was British 
propaganda to the detriment of homes 
in this country. We found on the side 
walls huge posters advertising British 
London bonds at 6 per cent., and the 
day before the convention was over, a 
British newspaper offered for sale 
these bonds. We hope this Commission 
will do everything possible to further 
this movement to eliminate taxation 
on mortgaged lands. If that is done 
it will bring more money into the 
building market.

come there with wagons and automo- 
biles and block the sidewalk and street.

Mr. George A. Kuhn, 110 Montclair 
Avenue, Newark: ‘Traffic conditions 
here in Newark for a long time have 
been very difficult to manage in the 
center of the city. The congestion of 
automobiles parked along curbs im- 
pairs the safety of citizens who desire 
to get on ears and also interferes with 
the conduct of business. The situation 
is so serious that a group of gentle- 


. men I have the honor to represent 
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have given the matter very careful 
consideration during the last year with 
the view of working out’ some plan to 
relieve the city of that congestion as 
far as possible and at the same time 
not cost the city any money. In look- 
ing around we found there are a num- 
ber of garages downtown that can 
take care of a limited number of au- | 
tomobiles during the day. There are 

also a few open parks where cars may l 
be left during the day for a nominal 
sum. Our plan without going into de- 
tails is to ask the Commissioners to 


lease to these gentlemen the market 
property known as the Farmers’ Mar- 
ket. The group I represent proposes 
to erect thereon a structure that will 
not interfere in any way with the pres- 
ent Farmer’s Market. Our plan is to 
erect an overhead park, carrying it 
into the air on pillars which will not 
interfere with the Farmers’ Market, 
so that it will have shelter and pro- 
tected from the elements and provide 
space on upper floors for parking cars 
for a perfectly nominal sum. These 
gentlemen propose to pay the city a 
definite minimum rental for the use of 
that property and such further in- 
crease in rental as may occur through 
the profits that might be derived 
through the conduct of the business. 
We have gone very carefully into this 
thing. We feel that the City of New- 
ark at this time cannot undertake such 
a transaction. It will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of one million dollars. We feel 
we have worked out these details very 
carefully and we have submitted a 
tentative plan and sketch of the pro- 
posed building which we desire to of- 
fer at this time, and I would like to 
go further into the matter at a later 
date. The plans are all ready and we 
can talk about it this afternoon if you 
desire. The building will be of rein- 
forced concrete and brick construction 
and will have a capacity of about 500 
cars on each floor. The books will be 
open to inspection and the City Com- 
missioners may attend all meetings of 
this organization. 


Mayor Gillen:—Have you any offer 
to make as to the amount of rental? 


Mr. Kuhn:—Our minimum offer will 
be an annual rental of $10,000 a year, 
and that would be considerably im- 
proved. lt is a straight forward busi- 
ness proposition and will make it pos- 
sible to handle the traffic situation a 
little more easier than at present. 
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Mayor Guillen.—How much would 
you charge per car? 


Mr. Kuhn:—A very nominal sum. It 
would not be in excess of 25e for part 
of a day. We are not prepared to set 
a definite figure and we do not want 
to go on record on that, but it will be at 
a rate satisfactory to everybody that 
owns a car. Our proposition also pro- 
vides that the city can take over this 
building at any time during the ten- 
ure of the lease upon the payment of 
the money we put into the building, 
the actual construction cost. 


Commissioner Brennan moved that 
the proposition be referred to the Di- 
rector of Parks and Public Property.

Mayor Gillen: Is there any citizen 


desiring to be heard on any matter? 


Mr. Robert A. Osborne, 772 Broad 
Street, Newark, appeared before the 
Board and protested against present 
traffic conditions and entered protest 
against the streets being given over 
to fast vehicular traffic, stating the 
pedestrian has no chance whatever 
under present conditions, and urged 
that some action be taken to lessen 
the speed of vehicles and afford bet- 
ter protection to pedestrians. 


Commissioner Raymond:—I think 
that both Broad Street and Clinton 
Avenue should be under the super- 
vision of a traffic officer at every cor- 
ner from one end to the other, no mat- 
ter what the cost may be. 


Commissioner Brennan: Personally, 
I would like to have it done, but it 
would require the doubling of all posts 
and the appointment of about 200 ad- 
ditiona] policemen. Everything possi- 
ble is being done to eliminate speeding 
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and at the present time arrests for 
speeding are running into the hun- 
dreds.

Board of Commissioners of the City 
of Newark. 


Gentlemen: 


Your attention has heretofore been 
called to the great advantage over the 
proposed plan to deepen Newark Bay . 
channel to Kill von Kull by the use of 
the charter of the New York and New- 
ark Bay Ship Canal Company, which 
has been submitted to you. 


The known tonnage of shipping 
through Newark Bay during ‘the year 
1920 was over seven million tons. The 
charter above referred to, which pro- 
vides for a toll of five cents per mile, 
and by the canal would be approx- 
imately two miles, would bring a rev- 
enue to the City of Newark in the sum 
of $750,000, calculated on the present 
tonnage. This would be more than off- 
set by the decrease in expense of oper- 
ation by reason of the shorter distance 
by the proposed canal. In view of this 
fact, that the canal would be practi- 
cally self-supporting, added to the ad- 
ditional fact that the project is less 
expensive in construction, isn’t it more 
logical at this time to look further into 
the matter before taking definite ac- 
tion on the channel dredging, at least 
taking the opportunity of looking into 
the feasibility of the canal sugges- 
tion? Isn’t it a duty you owe to the 


tax payers of our city? Isn’t it a duty 
you owe to yourselves to be satisfied 
that you are doing what is the very 
best before going ahead? The canal 
was thought to be the very best for 
the city when the charter was granted; 
the company was composed of the 
leading citizens of Newark and the 
United States Congress thought well 
enough of it to make an appropriation 
of one million dollars by an act passed 
in 1879. Are not these facts enough 
to attract your attention and not al- 
. low you to pass it by without the most 
serious thought and consideration ? 


Commissioner Raymond recently 
pointed out the enermous revenue 
which could be realized should Newark 
become a seaport. It is all true if 

` Newark is the seaport, but by the 
dredging plan, you are making a sea- 
port of other places, whereas by the 
canal Newark would be by far the 
largest benefactor. With the present 
obstacles, such for instance as the 
New Jersey Central Railroad bridge, 
it must of necessity be many years 
before the dredging can benefit New- 
ark, whereas by the canal, work could 
be begun at once and the whole plan 
put in operation upon its completion. 
Enclosed brief goes more fully into 
detail and I trust will be read by the 
members of your Honorable Body. 
Mayor Gillen has already stated that 
the canal project had considerable 
merit and should receive attention. 
You know that copy of charter and all 
data is ready for presentation and the 
delay is caused by information Com- 
missioner Raymond desires from the 
War Department. I am writing for 
him.

. Commissioner Archibald:—I do not 
think all of these improvements 
should be placed in a general levy. I 
am satisfied with this particular im- 
provement to have it taken care of 
that way, but not in every case. 


Commissioner Raymond—This street 
if opened up will be a tremendous re- 
lief. We could take off this other cor- 
ner at an additional cost of about $20,- 
000. Nobody objects to the improve- 
ment, except with respect to assessing 
the cost. It is obviously one of the 
worse sections we have. Some people 


` came here with arguments against it, 


led 
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but their motive was that they did not 
want to pay the assessment. 


Commissioner Archibald:—Could we 
not let the Assessment Commission 


go along just as they have done and 
put the whole cost on the city? 


City Counsel Congleton:—No, if you 
send it back to them, unless you 
specify otherwise in an ordinance, they 
are bound to assess property according 
to benefits received. Under the dis- 
charge of their duty, any piece of 
property benefited by this improve- 
ment, they would have to levy assess- 
ment on it. 


Commissioner Raymond moved that, 
so far as this improvement is con- 
cerned (Belleville Avenue and Bloom- 
field Avenue widening), that it is the 
opinion of the Commission that it 
should be done by general bond issue, 
but that this is in no sense a declara- 
tion of a general policy, but that in 
this particular case this improvement 
should be made and done and the ex- 
penses assessed on the city at large 
as a general improvement.
